But there 
was no hesitation in the identification, for love can see 
through a mask of sunburn,, and a beard does not, after all, 
cut so much of a figure when one is looking for a friend in a 
crowd and is expecting an altered appearance. 


At the Depot Early. 


The crowd began to gather ear'y. 
The fhe bells and 


the mocking bird whistle had announced the departure of the 
train from Milwaukee and all had ample opportunity to reach 
the depot ahead of time.

that the train would come over the rails faster than its wont 
—an unreasoning hope, it is true, but nevertheless natural.

It was 2:15 before the heavily laden 


train rolled in and cheers from 5,000 
throats greeted it. The crowd filled

fied to the joy of meeting between those long parted. There 
was scarcely a man in the company who was not welcomed 
by some relative, while those who were strangers in the city 
were mode to feel that they had come among friends.

mer resorts. 


The friends of Col. James A. Sexton 


of Chicago were still celebrating hie 
election as commander in chief, and the 
Quakers were by no means quiet over 
t.be 'location of the next encampment 
-t Philadelphia. The "hustlers" from 
Denver, with characteristic pluck, in- 
sisted that they would get there for 
1900, 
but the followers of the defeated 


candidates for commander in chief are, 
not left in such a favorable position. 


If the encampment should go to Den- 


ver in-1900 the east would likely get the 
commander in chief, and that would 
shut out Anderson of Topeka. 
New 


York has had. Shaw, Shotts and Sickles 
in the fight here this week in the effort 
of the empire state to beat Sexton and 
the Quakers, and the dethronement of 
that state was demoralized more than 
defeated in the contest that ended in 
some bitterness last night. There was 
no unusual feeling between the depart- 
ments of New York and Pennsylvania.

New York, Sept. 10.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 


"The volume of business is larger 


than it ever has been. Investors across 
the water have caught the cue and 
their purchases of American bonds and 
stocks, have been heavy for several 
weeks. 


"Wheat has been about 1 cent high- 


er in price for spot, with Western re- 
ceipts only about as large as those of 
last year for the week. No doubt some 
farmers have learned that it is a poor 
business 
to hold 
back 
for higher 


prices, and yet very many are doing 
it, and so are making inevitable a more 
disastrous decline in prices 
after a 


time. 
Atlantic exports for the week 


have been 2,325,100 
bushels, against 


4,243,386 last year, flour included, and 
Pacific exports 163,192 bushels, against 
713,434 bushels last year. Corn is a 
shade higher, one estimate promising 
only 1,750,000,000 bushels. 


Failures for the first week of Sep- 


tember have, been in amount of liabili- 
ties $1,111,593; manufacturing, $224,- 
602, and trading. $703,991. Failures for 
the week have been 364 in the United 
States, against 215 last year, and 16 
in Canada, against 35 last year." 


GOLD RESERVE STlIJTcROWS. 


Government Will Anticipate Payments 


to Disburse the Coin. 


Washington, Sept. 10.—Another gain 


in the treasury gold Friday of $2,399,- 
603 brings the total net gold up to $232,- 
394,394. 


Considerable of the increase is due to 


the payments for the new war bonds 
and further additions from the same 
cause will result. 


With a view to disbursing some of 


the yellow metal the secretary of the 
treasury has offered to redeem the 
$14,000,000 odd currency which is-due 
the first of next year and to anticipate 
the October interest on the 4 per cents. 
If the latter offer is taken advantage 
of it will absorb- about 
$5,500,000,
